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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the election with response, filed 1 1/26/04. 
Currently, claims 1-20 are pending. Claims 13-20 have been withdrawn. 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-12 in the reply filed on 1 1/26/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the restriction requirement fails to provide 
a factual basis indicating why the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 
different product. This is not found persuasive because the process as claimed can be used to 
make other and materially different product, such as a product wherein a doped contact layer or, 
a polysilicon layer, could replace the metal layer over the substrate. Additionally, the via need 
not be through the semiconductor device, and the product could be made by a different process 
such as a process wherein a selective etch or deposition could be used to pattern the dielectric 
instead of using a mask and etch process. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Further restriction between species is required: 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Species I -embodiment preventing a contaminant within a layer of ARC 
and Species II - embodiment with metal layer on substrate, applying nitrogen plasma to convert 
Ti to a TiN layer.
